PREMIER KING 
ASKS SUPPORT 
FROM ALBERTA 


Says Next General Elec- 
tion Will be Fought on 
Tariff Issue

CALGARY, Noy. 19.—The next gen- 

ral election in Canada would prob- 
ably be fought on the tariff question, 
| Prime Minister MacKenzie King de- 
clared at the meeting held here Mon- 
day night. He appeaied to the people 
of this province of Alberta which now 
sends s0 many united farmers’ mem- 
bers to Ottawa, He urged those who 
held to Liberal principles, and were 
opposed to high tariff to get together. 
A united front of progressive thought 
and action should face a common 
Conservative foe, 

Speaking in the home town of Hon 
R. B, Bennett, Conservative leader, 
Mr, King paid a tribute to the spirit 
Mr, Bennett manifested in co-vperat- 
ing to keep debate in parliament on 
a high level and in expediting the 
business of the House of Commons, 
In. doing this, Mr, Bennett had not 
sacrificed the interests of the party 
which he led, Howeyer, Mr. Bennett 
showed the influence of the company 
he was keeping. 

Attitude Changes 

He should have stuck with his peo- 

le of the middle west in tariff mat- 

rs after he became Conservative 
leader, The word “protection” had 
been carefully avoided at the Winni- 
peg convention at whieh he was 
elected, The Conservatives had been 
told the west did not like it, Now

Right Hon. Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
former foreign secretary, referred to 
the Moscow newspaper Isvestia, to 
show the Soviet interpreted the prop- 
aganda pledge differently from the 
British government, They took the 
view that the Communist  interna- 
tional was independent of the agree- 
ment. ‘The foreign secretary repied 
he had nothing to add,

The ten money bylaws to be submitted 
to Edmonton taxpayers on election day 
total $878,500. Projects which are not 
referrable, and which are chargeable 
wholly as local improvements, amount to 
$880,446. The capital expenditure which 
it is planned to make during 1930 is thus 
slightly more than a million and three- 
quarters dollars. 

The amount is certainly not excessive.

EVERY IMPROVEMENT NEEDED 
Scanning the list of 
which the money bylaws would authorize, 
it is difficult to find one item which could 
be eliminated or substantially reduced 
without simply postponing an expendi- 
ture to a future year. There are really no 
“optional” items in the list. Every im- 
provement suggested should be made, and 
most of them would in the normal course 
of things have been made years ago. 
Should any of the projects be struck off 
the agenda for next year, the effect would

THE OBITUARY OF DR. M. E. 
GRIMSILAW 
Word of the sudden death of Matthew 


Edward Grimshaw, M.D.C.M., L.R.C.P., L, 
R.C.8. (Edinburgh), LRP. & 8. (Glas 
gow early Friday morning, November 
the 8th, at his late residence, Fairview, 
Alberta came to the community as a 
great shock. The Doctor had ‘not been 


} in the best of health during the last few 
| days preceding his death, but his condi- 
tion was not considered serious, and he 
continued his practice almost till the last 


hour, Dr, Grimshaw was born at Kings- 
| ton, Ontario, February the 20th, 1882, 
} where he took his high schoo! work, and 


| then graduated from the school of medi- 
cine at Queen's University of the seme 
city in the year 1906, In 1907 and 1008 
he took post-graduate work at the Medi- 
cal Schools of Edinburgh and Glasgow, 
Scotland, and also at London, England. 
After returning from the mother country, 
his first reguiar practice was begun at 
| Fort William, Ontario, in 1911, and while 
there took special medical course st 
Rochester with the world famous Mayo 
Brothers The year 1912 was spent in 
medical practice at Innisfail, Alberta, Be- 
fore going to Medicine Hat the following 
year he was united tn marriage with Miss 
Dorls Praser of Winnipeg, @ graduate 
nurse of that city, On August the 4th, 
| 1914, at the outbreak of the Great World 
War, accompanied by Mrs, Grimshaw, he 
started for the great Peace River country, 
where he began a wedical practice that 
continued til the early spring of 1928, 
and which reached immense proportions 
at the Peace River town and for miles 
throughout the surrounding country, But 
on account of ill-health he was persuaded 
to seek a change and accept a position 
with the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany on the Pacific as ship's surgeon on 
the flag ship, the Empress of Canada 
But the call of the Inst great north-west 
was too insistent, and in February, 19329, 
ho returned again to the Peace River 
country, accompanied by Mrs, Grimshaw, 
and opened a medical practice at Fairview, 
Alberta, among many old friends; a prac 
tice which continued with ever-increasing 
proportions till his death, which came all 
too soon at the comparatively carly age 
of 47 years and ¢ months, Dr. Grimshaw 
was most thoroughly equipped for his pro- 
fession both through natural ability and 
training, and has proved to be one of the 
great pioneer doctorn of the great Peace 
River country; and has won the respect, 
esteem and confidence of a great host of 
friends, First of all he was a physictan 
and surgeon, a profession which he fol- 
lowed with intense veal, He was too, a 
citizen of rare ability. Among few men 
of the north cauld be found a mind so 
splendidjy trained and evenly balanced. 
Ho was @ citizen of Peace River, and rec- 
ently of Fairview, it is trues where be 
filed promipent offices in the boards of 
trade, town councils, the Masonic Lodge 
and the church; but his citizenship was 
not confined to the towns where he prac- 
Meed; bis influence was felt throughout 
this nortbland. Me took, a sane interert 
in politics, end was one of the most flu- 
ent and sound platform speakers that this 
part of the province could boast. Ne was 
a worthy delegate to Ottawa on two dif- 
ferent special commissions to represent 
the needs ne claims of the north, The 
Masonic Lodge, of which the deceased was 
a prominent. member and organiser, he 
being a member of the Grand Lodge, was 
in charge of the funeral artangements 
‘The funeral services were held in 8t, 
Paul's United church, Fairview, Alberta, of 
which he was a member, Sunday, Novem- 
ber the 10th at 2:00 p.m. The service 
was conducted by the resident minister, 
Rev. J. E. Kirk, assisted by Rev. Wm. 
Brant of the Anglican church. This was 
a funeral gervice long to be remembered, 
The great number of friends and Masonic 
brethren present, representing every town 
in the whole Peace River country from 
Hythe to High Prairte, was a tribute that 


was indeed splendid. Never has this 
country seen its equal. The spacious 
chureh, with every avallable standing 


space occupied, was far too small for the 
crowd, as nearly half of the enormous 
congregation remained about the front 
entrance of the church and tn thelr care 
during the church service. The remains 
were accompanied to the Waterhole ceme- 
tery, where interment took place, by 125 
or 135 car loads of friends and brethren. 
‘There remain to mourn his loss his widow 
and two children, Doris and Fraser; two 
brothers, Berl and Robert of Wolfe Island, 
Ontario; besides a great host of friends. 
The sympathy of the whole community 
goes out to the bereaved. There bas passed 
from our midst a loving husband and 
father, a fine Christian gentleman. It 
has cast a gloom on the whole community, 
We have sustained an inestimable loss, 
but his works and tnfluence live.
